SUBSTANCE OF THE PROGRAM AND THE VARIOUS 
SCHEDULES, SET FORTH BELOW MAY AT THIS POINT BE 
CONSIDERED FIRM AND ACCURATE; IN THE EVENT OF 
ANY SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES OR MODIFICATIONS, THE

B. THE MISSION PROGRAM BOTH IN BRAZIL AND ARGENTINA

2. BRAZIL 

A. SUMMARY OF MARKET POTENTIAL. 

IN AN ATTEMPT TO REDUCE BRAZIL'S LARGE 
PETROLEUM IMPORT BILL - CURRENTLY RUNNING 
AT ABOUT $4 BILLION ANNUALLY, FOR MORE THAN 
80 PERCENT OF THE COUNTRY'S TOTAL OIL REQUIREMENTS, THE 
STATE-OWNED OIL MONOPOLY, PETROLEO BRASILEIRO S.A. 

(PETROBRAS), PLANS TO DRILL OVER 500 WELLS DURING 
THE NEXT 4 YEARS, AT AN ESTIMATED COST OF ABOUT 
$1.5 BILLION DOLLARS. SOME 325 OF THESE WELLS 
WILL BE DRILLED OFFSHORE, WHERE A PROJECTED $1.16 
BILLION WILL BE SPENT DURING THE 1978-1981 PERIOD. 

IN CONNECTION WITH THIS GIANT OFFSHORE EXPLORATION 
EFFORT, OVER 30 RIGS (DRILLSHIPS, SEMI-SUB MERSIBLES 
AND PLATFORMS) ARE IN OPERATION OFF THE 7,500 KM 
BRAZILIAN COASTLINE, AND AS MANY AS 45-50 COULD BE 
UNCLASSIFIED
